are reducing membership rigid entrance requirements, 
mass organizations are being expanded include not only 
non-partisan citizens, but also those who are unacceptable 
the Party because age other reasons. Led Party 
members who occupy key posts, they are used carry out 
policies the regime. Through these “transmission belts,” 
the Party propagates Communist theory, intensifies pro- 
duction and conducts political, cultural and economic 
campaigns. Although membership allegedly voluntary, 
those who refuse join are restricted their activities 
and regarded unreliables.” 


editorial entitled “We Must Continually Strengthen 
the Ties between the Masses and the Party,” Rabotnichesko 
Delo (Sofia), April 18, stressed the fact that the “Party’s 
success building Socialism depends upon close coopera- 
tion with the masses”: 


“Thousands non-Party members are working the 
Fatherland Front organizations, trade unions, the 
Youth Union and the cooperatives. Mass 
organizations constitute powerful link between the 
Party and the working class. The task Party organiza- 
tions strengthen mass organizations and control and 
direct their work for the successful solution problems 
connected with the building

mittee the Party, Comrade Chervenkov said: ‘Anyone 
who dares underestimate the authority the Father- 
land Front, who undermines its role important

“Experience has shown that Party organizations can 
achieve success only when they are close contact with 
non-Party members, when they influence them discus- 
sions political problems and when they supervise their 
political and ideological development.” 


Youth Trained Future Stalinist Leaders 


The following report Bulgarian exile analyzes the 
purposes Communist indoctrination and describes the 
role mass organizations carrying out Soviet policy: 


“Communist indoctrination Bulgaria both general 
and specialized. based the Bolshevik system 
Stalinist indoctrination, the goal which ensure 
loyalty the Soviet Union. General propaganda car- 
ried out mass organizations such the Fatherland 
Front, the Bulgarian Trade Union, the Bulgarian Na- 
tional Agrarian Union [Communist sector] and the Bul- 
garian Red Cross. These groups propagate Communist 
theory among non-partisan adults. Soviet experts assume 
that the so-called ‘older generation’ belonging these 
organizations infected with ‘bourgeois capitalist ideals,’ 
and cannot thoroughly indoctrinated devotion 
the USSR. Therefore, these mass organizations concen- 
trate increasing the State’s economic output rather 
than training their members future Stalinist lead- 
ers. rise Bulgarian production ultimately serves 
Soviet economic needs. 

“Bulgarian youth and cadres the Bulgarian Commu- 
nist Party receive more specialized indoctrination since 
potential Communist leaders are chosen from their ranks. 
Specialized propaganda therefore has the aim creating 
leading Party cadres that are blindly devoted the 
Soviet Union. Cominform agents, Soviet ‘specialists’ 
Bulgaria, the Bulgarian Communist Party and the Dimi- 
trov Union the People’s Youth are responsible for 
carrying out this program.” 


Bulgarian Youth Group Party Tool 


The report summarizes the organizational structure and 
activities the Dimitrov Union the People’s Youth 
(DUPY), which recruits members from seven twenty- 
five years age: 


“As described Premier Vulko Chervenkov April, 
1951, DUPY ‘is the largest reservoir from which the Com-

munist Party draws its cadres. the same time, 
keep young people under its control.’ Chervenkov 
equated DUPY with the Soviet Komsomol and pointed 
out that ‘the Bulgarian Communist Party directs and 
must direct DUPY; otherwise the Union cannot carry 
out its 

“At the beginning 1951, DUPY had membership 
737,000. 263,000 members were girls. Although 
has been officially announced that most DUPY members 
are workers, the actual percentage young workers 
relatively small. Most them are either students 
farmers. 

“DUPY managed Central Committee composed 
Party members and candidate-members. The Commit- 
tee directs the activities the network district, 
county, city, borough, village and factory branch organi- 
zations. main objective achieve one hun- 
dred percent membership youth. The President 
DUPY Luchezar Avramov, Soviet protege. The two 
secretaries the organization are Vladimir Ganov and 
Zvetan Bojkov. 

“Each member DUPY obliged attend courses 
arranged the Central Committee the Bulgarian 
Communist Party. These courses political indoctrina- 
tion take almost all the free time young people. 
Some the most important seminars are Marxism, 
Leninism and Stalinism; the history the Bolshevik 
Party; and the biographies Stalin, Lenin and other 
Communist leaders. Other DUPY courses reported the 
press deal with the world situation from the Soviet point 
view, the achievements the Soviet Union, and 
major scientific discoveries Soviet origin. 


DUPY Members Taught Hate West 


“DUPY members are also taught hate the West. 
Narodna Mladej (Sofia), April stated that ‘branch 
organizations DUPY all educational institutions are 
waging relentless battle against the remnants the 
bourgeoisie, against the effects American cosmopolite 
culture, and against the ill-fated American way life.’ 

“Since these topics seldom interest young people, at- 
tendance these courses below Commupist expecta- 
tions. 

“Young people who have completed courses Bolshe- 
vik indoctrination are obliged become agitators. They 
conduct lectures and seminars from material prepared 
advance the Central Committee the Communist 
Party.” 


Military Training Youth 


Other activities DUPY include sports, military train- 
ing and youth clubs: 


“In order recruit youth for DUPY, the regime has 
organized many youth clubs, festivals and outdoor activi- 
ties. planning these amusements, the Communists are 
trying counteract the influence non-Communist 
parents children. 

“Most DUPY’s members participate State-man- 
aged sports. Any young person who not member 
sport organization forbidden attend any sporting 
event. Certain sport norms are required; when members 
attain these norms they are awarded the GTO badge 
[Ready for Labor and Defense]. 


“In 1950, the Volunteer Organization for Defense 
[DOSO] was established give young people pre-mili- 
tary training. DUPY, working collaboration with this 
organization, selects from its own ranks the young people 
who are attend DOSO courses shooting, parachut- 
ing, signalling, aviation, chemical defense and ship 
modeling. 

“DUPY members are trained also State informers. 
highly confidential memos, they are instructed seek 


out and report the militia all activities the ‘class

Pioneer Movement Hungary 


Hungarian teacher who recently fled Vienna has 
given the following account the Pioneer Movement, 
mass organization for children from six fourteen years 
age: 


Pioneer group attached every school Hun- 
gary. All other children’s organizations, such the cub 
scouts, have been disbanded. group meetings, chil- 
dren are indoctrinated the principles Bolshevism and 
are taught Communist marching songs. Songs praising 
Stalin, the Soviet Union and Matyas Rakosi are heard 
the streets whenever the children are taken school 
excursions. Many Pioneer groups are named after the 
heroes Soviet children’s books. There are groups 
called Zoya Kozmodemianskaya, Ulyana Gromova, Olev 
Koshevoy and Olga Shernovskaya. Children are taught 
that the most serious crime listening the American 

radio broadcasts, and are instructed denounce their 
parents they catch them this activity. 

“The Pioneers are strictly disciplined. Each group has 
large bulletin board which names members are 
listed down the middle. The right side the bulletin 
board represents America, and the left side, the Soviet 
Union. Each side divided into forty columns. 
pupil does not know his lessons, unruly, his 
marker the board moved two columns toward the 
American side. outstanding his work, his 
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marker moved the left, and merely mediocre, 
his marker remains the middle. Ratings are printed 
black the American side, and the Soviet 
side. The American side decorated with pictures 
atomic bombs and death heads, while the Soviet side has 
pictures factory columns, corn fields and the scythe 
and sickle. 

“At Pioneer camps boys and girls receive pre-military 
training. They learn march formation and 
manipulate rifles made wood. They are also trained 
target practice and are required collect scrap.” 


fourteen year old girl who escaped from Hungary with 
her parents has described activities Pioneer camp 

“Last August was sent Pioneer camp along with 
about 100 boys and girls between twelve and fourteen 
years age. Most the day spent the fields, 
weeding, hoeing and unloading. were given daily 
lessons Communist doctrine and learned Pioneer 
songs. Whenever the names Stalin Rakosi were 
mentioned during the lessons, had stand and 
applaud. general discussions were given subjects 
such the war Korea, the atomic bomb, American 
atrocities and the oppression the Negroes the US. 

“In the evenings boys and girls were permitted visit 
each tents. After the camping season was over, 
was discovered that fifteen girls were pregnant. Our 
leaders told that ‘Bearing children the duty 
women and honor for 


DISZ Expanded 


Radio Budapest, March 18, announced that the Com- 
munist Party has passed resolution strengthen and 
expand the Hungarian youth organization. This decision 
line with the Party’s recent move reduce its mem- 
bership and increase the ranks DISZ (Communist 
Youth Organization) 

few days ago the Political Committee our Party 
adopted important resolution strengthen the struc- 
ture DISZ, the Union Working Youth, and de- 
velop its educational work. The Party wants the DISZ 
fulfill its role more effectively and become source 
upon which the Party can draw for replenishment. 
other words, the Party wants DISZ become worthy 
the great Soviet Komsomols. The resolution the Po- 
litical Committee therefore ruled that county, town and 
district Party secretaries will henceforth bear direct per- 
sonal responsibility for DISZ organizations their areas. 

Today DISZ, which mass organization, has fewer 
members than the Party which forms its vanguard. This 
unnatural and intolerable situation. The DISZ 
must mobilize hundreds thousands young people 
order attain the goals set the Party and the 
government. must educate youth the heroism 
labor, love country and Party. must teach young 
people how hold their own the production front 
and their studies. Another important task im- 
prove Marxist-Leninist courses DISZ organizations. 
strong DISZ needs tens thousands new mem- 
bers from the ranks non-Party youth. [Only then] will 
DISZ become mobile and sensitive organization non- 
Party workers for the Party.”

Women Recruited for Labor 


The Democratic Association Hungarian Women, offi- 
cially termed MNDSZ, has, among other things, the tasks 
recruiting women for production and increasing the 
number skilled female laborers. March Szabad 
Nep (Budapest), outlined the duties women and, 
implication, the platform MNDSZ: 


“The most important task Hungarian women 
help build Socialism, strengthen their country and 
contribute the success the Five Year 
Women prove that the work construction 
they are men’s equals. They should follow the example 
Soviet women, who work creatively and who con- 
stantly seek improve their knowledge. 


Again stressing women’s place industry, Szabad Nep, 
April published some statistics the number skilled 
women workers Hungary: 


“Women work lathe operators, handle enormous 
cranes, drive streetcars, direct traffic. They can 
seen wearing military and police unitorms. wo- 
men are working factory managers, 658 foremen, 
696 crane operators. About 4,000 work streetcar 
operators and over 600 women are tractor drivers. 305 
women are council chairmen, are heads producers’ 
cooperatives. far 4,979 women our country 
have received the Stakhanovite award; 1,051 have re- 
ceived other State awards and have been granted the 
Kossuth 


The following report emphasizes the role MNDSZ 
training and recruiting women for industry: 


“Since the regime wants employ 650,000 new work- 
ers industry and recruit percent them from the 
ranks women, MNDSZ continually stressing this 
task women Socialist regime. After recruiting 
and training women for factory and other specialized 
work, MNDSZ agitators have the additional job indoc- 
trinating them the principles Leninism and Stalin- 
ism. Discussion groups and seminars are organized 
for this purpose and weekly reports the prog- 
ress students are sent MNDSZ leaders the Cen- 
tral Committee the Communist Party.” 


Other activities MNDSZ were described Szabad 
Nep, April report meeting MNDSZ dele- 
gates the Budapest area: 


“The delegates passed resolution expand the mass 
influence MNDSZ among Budapest housewives and 
get them participate the struggle for peace. Par- 
ticipants the meeting also cabled their protests against 
the villainous germ warfare waged American imperial- 
ists Korea.” 


Mass Organizations Czechoslovakia 


The leading mass organizations Czechoslovakia are the 
Revolutionary Trade Union Council, the Youth League, 
the Czechoslovak-Friendship League and the Com- 
munity. Until its recent dissolution, the Czechoslovak 
Women’s League was equal importance. exile lawyer 
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has summarized the major functions each these or- 
ganizations: 

“During the Nazi occupation, the Germans unified the 
pre-war Czechoslovak trade union organizations and used 
them promote higher production. After the war, the 
Communists took them over and used them enforce 
administrative directives and facilitate the confiscation 
and nationalization industrial enterprises. The Com- 
munist Trade Union Organization was also the chief 
means which the regime introduced higher work norms 
and stiffened labor discipline. Workers were compelled 
take part Socialist competitions, labor brigades and 
Sunday shifts. 

“The Czechoslovak-Soviet Friendship League, estab- 
lished before the war, numbers over two million mem- 
bers. Its main task the Sovietization Czechoslovak 
life. Under the League’s auspices, mass attendance has 
been achieved Soviet films and Russian language 
courses. The League’s publishing house has been respon- 
sible for various works devoted Soviet culture. 

“The Czechoslovak Youth League was established 
the Communists after the war, and competed with other, 
non-Communist youth groups. When the Scouts was dis- 
solved, its members were forced join the Youth League. 
Membership some branch the organization nec- 
essary for admission universities, for advancement 
jobs and the Army, and for participation organized 
sports. Officials the League have great deal au- 
thority schools and plants, where they give tests, allo- 
cate work and decide upon promotions. The League has 
also been used estrange children from their parents. 

“On April 19, the Czechoslovak Women’s League, the 
only mass organization for women, was dissolved and 
replaced Czechoslovak Women’s Committee, gov- 
erning body without mass membership. Its only lower 
organs will women’s committees attached the 
national committees. This move apparently intended 
strengthen the regime’s control over women and 
compensate for the failure the League, which was 
designed play major role Communist propa- 
ganda campaigns and recruit women for work and 
train them skilled labor. The new committee will 
form part the local administration and thus 
have more authority ensure the fulfillment these 
tasks. 

“The Community, which was established the 
latter part the nineteenth century group Czech 
patriots, supervises pre-military training. The Sokol 
groups train youth parachuting, and other defense 
sports. Sokol activities are closely coordinated with the 
program the Union for Cooperation with the Army. 
Sokol groups the villages are expected decisive 
instruments the collectivization campaign.” 


Inductees Forced Join Youth Associations 


Czechoslovak mass organizations also play important 
part the special “re-education” army recruits. While 
“politically unreliable” draftees are conscripted immedi- 
ately after registration and subjected intense indoc- 
trination course, other recruits are assigned “patriotic 
tasks” the six months period before they are required 
report for military service. These tasks often involve join- 
ing paramilitary and youth organizations. Rude Pravo 


(Prague), March 23, reported follows the activities 
registration centers: 


“After the recruits are welcomed, the propaganda cen- 
ter takes over. The recruits are addressed representa- 
tives the Youth League, the Sokol, the Trade Union 
Council and the League for Cooperation with the Army. 

Kladno, the recruits attended Soviet films. the 
Prague south region, the recruits immediately learned 
the reason for becoming staunch defenders their coun- 
try. They were also encouraged increase their work 
output before entering active military service. They were 
persuaded sign commitments this effect. One agri- 
cultural worker, for example, pledged increase the daily 
milk output one cow liters. Many similar 
pledges were signed. The publication these pledges 
increases the effectiveness the propaganda. 

“Today the main task during registration con- 
vince the draftee join paramilitary organizations and 
the Youth League. The assignment the draftee will 
decided upon just before conscripted. This as- 
signment will depend upon the draftee’s preparedness 
for military service and upon whether not the tasks 
given him during registration have been fulfilled.” 


Farmers’ Organizations Liquidated 


The Czechoslovak press has recently reported the liqui- 
dation the two mass organizations farmers. Rude 
Pravo (Prague), March 15, announced the dissolution 
the Uniform Czech Farmers’ Organization because its 


failure implement the Communist collectivization pro- 


gram: 

“In dealing with activities our farmers who ef- 
ficiently share the leadership the Communist Party 

question whether the continued existence the 
Farmers’ Organization desirable. More and more often, 
members local groups ask for solution. becomes 
evident that the continuance the Organization would 
mean division our forces and would not contribute 
the improvement our agriculture. Therefore, 
the Presidium the Central Committee the Uniform 
Czech Farmers’ Organization has decided after careful 
consideration the voluntary dissolution the 
Organization and all its order unify 
the best forces and strengthen and develop uniform 
cooperatives. 


The newspaper Lud (Bratislava), March 15, announced 
the dissolution the Slovak Farmers’ Organization: 

“In the meeting March 14, the Presidium the 
Central Committee the Uniform Slovak Farmers’ Or- 
ganization discussed matters political and organi- 
zational life. resolution was passed proclaiming 
the voluntary dissolution the Organization.” 


former member the Czechoslovak Parliament and 
farmer profession has made the following comment 


the dissolution these organizations: 


“The farmers’ organizations did not work out mass 
groups supporting Communist discipline and kindling 
work enthusiasm. The farmers were basically opposed 
collectivization, and the Communists, who took over al- 
ready existing farmers’ groups immediately after the war, 
never succeeded getting tight control the leader- 


ship the rural districts. The unions have been dis- 
banded because their failure enforce Communist 
policy, which primary role Communist mass 
organizations.” 


New Paramilitary Club 


Radio Prague, April announced that national con- 
gress new automobile association had taken place 
March 23. The conference was attended delegates from 
all districts and representatives from all mass organizations. 
The speakers were Minister Transport Antonin Pospisil 
and Deputy Josef Jura. This new organization replaces 
the Czechoslovak Automobile Club which was abolished 
“bourgeois institution.” According the commentator, 
the new League for People’s Motorism “will give its mem- 
bers political, sport and military education. [By doing this] 
and teaching them drive cars and tractors, will 
contribute the building Socialism and the defense 
power the country.” 


Polish Youth Urged Join “Peace 


The following quotations from the Polish Communist 
press throw light current activities several mass organi- 
zations Poland. April Trybuna Ludu (Warsaw), 
announced that congress “Young Builders People’s 
Poland” will take place Warsaw July 22. The meet- 
ing, which being organized the Polish Youth Associ- 
ation, will have approximate attendance 200,000 
young people from all over the country. connection 
with preparations for the Congress, the Central Manage- 
ment the Polish Youth Association drafted the following 
appeal, quoted part below: 


boys and girls joined industry during the first 
two years the Six Year Plan. present, 550,000 boys 
and girls are studying vocational schools. 143,000 boys 
and girls are studying become technicians, physicians, 
agronomists, teachers and artists. 

“Who among has the right stand aloof from the 
struggle which being waged? Who among 
entitled live his own isolated shell when two worlds, 
two powers, two camps are struggling against each other? 
One them camp peace, progress and the lib- 
erty nations, and the other world atomic bombs, 
warmongers, American imperialists and their Hitlerite 
servants. The vile vestiges capitalism continue 
want tear out the roots all that Let 
all the first ranks the national front the 
struggle for peace and the achievement the Six Year 
Plan. Young Citizens the Polish People’s Repub- 
lic, respond the appeal! Your organization, the Polish 
Youth Association, [demands your attendance] the 


Zycie Warszawy (Warsaw), March 21, published some 
statistics the membership the Polish-Soviet Friend- 


Association which, under the leadership Edward 


Ochab, Secretary the Central Committee the United 
Polish Workers Party, has the task Sovietizing the Polish 
people: 

“As the report the Wroclaw [annual meeting

the Association shows], membership Lower Silesia 
amounts more than 361,000 people who are organized 
about 5,250 units. the Opole region, 85,747 new 
members were admitted during the last eighteen months. 
present, this organization numbers some 200,000 mem- 
bers. Membership the country-side during this period 
was increased 178 percent.” 


Trade Unions Promote Work Competition 


The role trade unions Poland organizations for 
increasing economic production and mobilizing the masses 
“against the class enemy” was clearly defined Victor 
Klosiewicz the Eighth Plenum that organization 
December 1951. His speech, published Glos Pracy 
(Warsaw), December 20, quoted brief below: 


“At the fifth Plenum emphasized the 
responsibility for mobilizing the masses production 
and stressed the leading role trade unions pro- 
moting work The trade unions should 
continually explain the working masses the character 
and sources our difficulties and should influence 
the working peasants through workers who have recently 
come from the villages. The trade unions should 
mobilize the masses who are fighting against the class 
enemies and develop and intensify the workers’ par- 
ticipation the struggle against the economic under- 
ground, against speculation and usury. The trade unions 
should take active part the fulfillment resolu- 
tions and government decrees, which have the goal 
developing agriculture.” 


Polish exile has supplemented these items with the 
following information: 


“The groups described above hardly exhaust the list 
organizations mass character designed indoc- 
trinate the Polish community. Paramilitary organizations 
such the League Soldiers’ Friends, the League 
Women, Service for Poland, and the People’s Sports 
Teams are other groups which fulfill this task. Young 
people years age and over are compelled join 
the Service for Poland. The task this organization 
give them military, physical and vocational training, 
well indoctrinate them Communist politics. 
The organization will also give courses for women this 
spring order train them for work brigades. Simi- 
larly, under the Service for Poland’s auspices, boys and 
girls will work State Farms during the summer.” 


Failure Youth Indoctrination Condemned 


The March issue the Polish Politbureau organ Nowe 
Drogi published article the failure Party agitators 
enlist youth work competitions. The editorial, printed 
conjunction with the meeting the Lodz Committee 
the United Polish Workers Party, stressed the importance 
political indoctrination youth: 


“The participation youth work competitions 
Lodz workshops very low. amounts only per- 
cent the total number participants work compe- 
titions. Especially alarming the fact that the participa- 
tion ZMP members [Associations Polish Youth] 
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“Poor educational work and the lack attention paid 
the needs young people contributed this unfor- 
tunate situation work centers. Party organizations 
ignored these centers and failed induce trade unions 
and factory managements take action. result 
poor political-educational work, great many young 
people are left undirected. This facilitates the work 
the enemy, who tries increase criminality among 
youth. The foe attempts distract young people 
from work and study and tries turn them against 
their fatherland. Demoralization youth, the increase 
drunkeness and hooliganism—the propagation the 
so-called ‘American style some the means 
used the enemy achieve their goals. 

conclusion, the author recommends that] each 
Party member take real interest the problems 
youth and their political and educational work. There 
important problem Poland that can solved 
without the participation youth.” 


Romanian Youth Trained Political Commissars 


According report from Vienna, agitators from the 
Romanian Communist youth organization are being trained 
political officers the army: 


“Until now the political officers attached every eche- 
lon the Armed Forces have been army-trained. Most 
them attended only Sergeant’s School, but were 
given the high ranks befitting their function. 

“The present policy seems have new twist. Only 
civilians recruited from the Communist youth organiza- 
tion will trained Political Commissars the army, 
and the military training previously required has been 
abandoned. April last year special school was 
opened Breaza for the purpose training civilians. 
200 pupils attended the course which lasted two months 
and dealt exclusively with political matters. The stu- 
dents were temporary recruits, and after graduation they 
returned civilian life. The graduates receive some 
kind retainer military personnel unlimited 
leave, although they have not been granted commissions. 
said that case armed conflict, they will 
given the rank Colonel and will replace the army- 
trained Political Commissars. The number young 
activists undergo this special training estimated 
2,000.” 


“Patriotic” Education for Latvian Youth 


The Ninth Congress the Latvian Communist youth 
organization was held Riga, March 20-21. 600 delegates 
from all cities and districts attended. Radio Riga, March 
25, broadcast report the meeting, which dealt mainly 
with the political indoctrination students: 


“In 1950, the Eighth Congress Latvian Commu- 
nist youth, 71,000 members were listed. Now, almost 
two years later, there are 98,000 members. Over per- 
cent them attend political courses. was suggested 
the Congress that Party organizational work im- 
proved universities and high schools for the purpose 
strengthening the influence Communist youth 
among students. The Congress adopted resolution 
making compulsory the education youth the spirit 
Soviet patriotism, loyalty the Socialist father- 


land and the Lenin-Stalin Party. Communist 
youth organizations must educate youth hatred 
Anglo-American imperialists. Party organizations 
must spare efforts disclosing the bestial plans 
American imperialism. must fight the remnants 
the capitalist world and bourgeois nationalism.”

1940, was appointed Prime Minister. Later, when Lacis 
replaced him, became President the Supreme Coun- 
cil.

Estonian Minister Changed 


The Estonian Rahva Haal (Tallinn), March an- 
nounced that “the Presidium the Supreme Soviet 
the Estonian SSR has dismissed Comrade Pavel Kalju 
Minister Health and appointed August Goldberg 
the post.” Estonian living Sweden has made the 
following comment this change: 


“Kalju and Goldberg are both Estonians from Russia. 
Until this appointment Goldberg has not occupied 
important public post. Kalju was secretary the Com- 
munist Party organization Tartu University 1949. 
was named secretary the Tartu Communist Party 
Committee January 1950, and appointed Minister 
Health June 26, 1950.

Stress “Socialist Legality” 


Hungary, recent issues the Budapest Jogtudomanyi 
Kozlony (Legal Review) have devoted great deal 
space the theory and practice “Socialist legality.” 
According the bulletin, “Socialist legality” refers not 
only Soviet principles legislation, legislative procedure 
and Communist laws, but also the concrete application 
these laws. Moreover, “Socialist legality expresses the 
policy the Party and promotes the realization 
this policy. Its actual contents are determined Party 
policy.” 

connection with this, Hungarian legal expert has 
stressed the fact that “Socialist implicitly pro- 
vides for the annulment constitutional rights these 
conflict with any Party policy: 


“Since the Party’s current objectives are liquidate 
unreliable elements and tighten labor discipline, any 
act decree which implements these policies, regardless 
whether not violates human rights, lawful ac- 
cording the theory ‘Socialist present, 
all members the middle class are considered enemies 
the regime. few years ago member the middle 
class took factory job, was longer persecuted. 
recent resolution the Council Principles, which 
has the power annul verdicts the Supreme Court, 
has ruled otherwise. According this decision, mem- 
ber the middle class regarded ‘socially 
dangerous’ even employed ‘Socialist work.’ 
This resolution was adopted connection with recent 
trial former officer, who was sentenced one year’s 
imprisonment. passing verdict, the Supreme Court 
considered that his working factory was extenu- 
ating circumstance. After reviewing the decision, the 
Council Principles ruled follows: defendant, 
member the overthrown ruling class, has not ceased 
socially dangerous because, having lost impor- 
tant enemy position, compelled perform manual 
labor order support his family.’ 
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Dancing “American Style” Criminal 


“Another example ‘Socialist legality’ the recent 
law providing for government expropriation homes, 
despite the fact that ‘protection property acquired 
work’ guaranteed the Constitution. 

“Since the migration workers has become major 
problem damaging State discipline, the regime has also 
inflicted severe punishment workers who quit their 
jobs, although there decree ruling this crime. The 
Supreme Court, for example, recently sentenced two 
workers two years imprisonment for leaving their 
jobs. seeking precedent for this decision, the Court 
referred Act 1950 the basis for prosecution. 
The Act cited actually makes mention such legal 
offense. This method finding ‘legal basis’ for pun- 
ishment typical example ‘Socialist legality.’ Simi- 
larly, youth was recently sent jail for three 
months for having given exhibition 
American dances.’ yet, there decree Hungary 
making this crime. 

“Observance the principles ‘Socialist legality’ 
naturally prohibits any impartial investigation differ- 
ences arising between the State and the individual. 
have any differences with the State, even cases per- 
taining civil law. The principles ‘Socialist legality’ 
also prohibit the passing laws conflicting with govern- 
ment policy, even they would serve public welfare. 
Likewise, any legal interpretation that deviates from the 
principles ‘Socialist legality’ forbidden. And finally, 
the development judicial practice impossible 
terms ‘Socialist legality’ since judge has the right 
only apply but not interpret laws.” 


State Care Minors Ruled 


Announcing further development “Socialist legal- 
ity,” Magyar Kozlony (Budapest), February published 
new decree providing for State care minors. The 
provisions read follows: 


“The Hungarian People’s Republic place under 
State care children whose parents other relatives 
responsible for their support are dead living un- 
known areas, who, for other reasons, are unable 
take care them.... 

“Whenever statutes mention declaration abandon- 
ment refer children pronounced abandoned, this 
shall interpreted meaning [that the 
minor involved] under State care. 

“If deemed necessary for material, moral sani- 
tary reasons, the State Guardianship Office may declare 
State wards minors between and years age. 
special cases, the Guardianship Office may prolong 
the period State care until the ward has terminated 
his studies even though over years age.” 


exiled Hungarian lawyer has appointed out the effect 
the decree may have labor supplies and the youth or- 
ganizations: 


“The above decree closely connected with the gov- 
effort control and secure manpower. This 
especially clear the provision dealing with minors 


The maintenance and 
education children under that age expensive and 
unprofitable the regime. Minors and over can 
given pre-military training can sent work 
factories and mines. Naturally, whenever suits the 
regime’s purposes, moral, material and sanitary reasons

Sovietization Bulgarian Courts 


According the newspaper Otechestven Front (Sofia), 
March 27, the Sovietization Bulgarian courts will facili- 
tate their task “defending the achievements Socialism”: 


“On February 26, the Ministerial Council passed 
important decree the work the Ministry Justice. 
This decree states that ‘the judiciary fulfills impor- 
tant function our People’s Republic. defends the 
achievements September 1944 and the People’s 
Democratic Regime.’ 

“The people’s courts oppose anyone who openly 
secretly hinders the building Socialism and anyone 
who sabotages the enterprises the People’s Republic. 
The courts actively participate the struggle liqui- 
date all members the class enemy and apply 
severe penalties for subversive activities. The carry- 
ing out this decree, which based Soviet experi- 
ence, will bring about the final reconstruction our 
courts and thorough change work methods. The 
decree provides for the establishment unified juri- 
dical system based the Soviet pattern, which will 
include both public and special courts. Public courts 
include county courts and supreme courts. Special courts 
include military courts and transportation and commu- 
nications courts. The decree obliges the Ministry 
Justice and the courts apply Soviet work methods.” 


Lawyers’ Cooperatives Control Profession 


More specific information about legal procedure Bul- 
garia contained the following report lawyers’ 
operatives 


“After the Communist coup, lawyers’ cooperatives were 
formed throughout Bulgaria and ‘unreliable elements’ 
were eliminated from the profession. Only members 
the cooperatives are allowed practice. Each cooper- 
ative has its administrator secretary, who may may 
not member the profession. lawyer may take 
case his own, but must receive his assignment from 
the secretary, who interviews prospective clients. citi- 
zen has the right choose his lawyer, but must pay his 
fees the secretary who distributes among collective 
members. Lawyers who are popular demand receive 
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larger share the fees than those who are usually 
assigned without being specially requested. 

“Each town has lawyers’ council, composed the 
town’s most prominent Communist lawyers. The council 
the administrative body the lawyers’ cooperative 
and controlled Supreme Council Sofia. This 
Council numbers delegates from the various town 
lawyers’ directorate acts liaison body 
between the Supreme Council and the Ministry Jus- 
tice. 

“Lawyers naturally have greater amount freedom 
civil trials than political trials. the latter, law- 
yers for the defense receive their instructions directly 
from the Communist Party the Militia. The defend- 
ants arrive court with complete written confessions, 
and the Attorney for the Defense may confer with the 
accused only after has been indicted. The defend- 
ant’s confession used proof his guilt until the 
contrary has been proved. Any attempt question its 
veracity risky. lawyer may even hint that the de- 
fendant’s confession has been extorted means vio- 
lence. short, political cases, the Attorney for the 
Defense powerless more than ask for clemency 
towards his client, even convinced the man’s 
innocence.” 


Passports Necessary Bulgaria 


The Bulgarian newspaper Vecherni Novini (Sofia), 
April announced that the future every Bulgarian 
citizen will obliged carry passport. This decree, 
augmenting police control, was described follows: 


Individual passports are being introduced 
documents establish the identity citizens the 
People’s Republic Bulgaria and will issued the 
Ministry Interior. passport will valid either for 
unlimited period time for five years, All citi- 
zens over years age will obliged carry pass- 
ports. The conditions under which passports will 
issued are detailed regulation prepared for this 
purpose.” 


Decree Establishes Penalties Correctional Labor 


Poland, new law establishing penalties correc- 
tional labor has been effect since April Originally 
published the Journal Law (Warsaw), December 29, 
1951, the law grants police courts the right substitute 
sentences correctional labor for prison sentences 
three months. one observer has commented, this law 
will serve additional political weapon for fighting 
non-Communist elements. Some the more important 
provisions read follows: 


correctional labor should henceforth imposed. One 
day correctional labor accepted equivalent 
one day imprisonment. 

“The shortest term correctional labor one 
day; the longest, three months. The combined penalty 
correctional labor and fine forbidden. The lowest 
fine will three the highest, 3,000 zlotys. 
The penalty correctional labor administered 
without depriving the guilty person his liberty. 
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percent the salary granted for work performed the 
guilty during his term correctional labor 
deducted for the State. 

“Persons employed establishments Socialized econ- 
omy, the State administration, State institutions, 
other State Socialized establishments, must perform 
their correctional labor their place employment. 
Other persons will perform their correctional labor 
the place designated the particular Presidium the 
National Council executing the sentence. Presidium 
the National Council can assign the condemned 
non-salaried work. One day gratuitous work equal 
three five days correctional salaried work. 

“When administering punishments, the social harmful- 
ness deed and the degree the guilt, 
well his present behavior and social, personal and 
material status should taken into account. The 
condemned and the public prosecutor have the right 
appeal verdicts and penal sentences the administrative 
court next highest rank attached the Presidium 
the National Council involved. 

“In case widespread occurrences deeds punish- 
able the law question, accelerated legal 
procedure can applied for periods but not 
exceeding six months.” 


Law Strengthen National Committees 


Czechoslovakia’s Rude Pravo (Prague), March 28, pub- 
lished parliamentary speech Deputy Prime Minister 
Zdenek Fierlinger new law which being prepared 
strengthen national committees, mainly because 
their failure mass activities. Fierlinger’s speech, quoted 
part below, seems indicate that recent changes affect- 
ing the organization national committees have not been 
entirely successful: 


“National committees still have not solved the prob- 
lem establishing contacts with the broad masses the 
people. There are regular plenary meetings 
district and regional committees.

Fierlinger also said that the judicial framework within 
the People’s Administration would made conform 
more closely the Soviet system: 

direct election judges the people. Thus our judi- 
cial system will resemble even more the great judicial 
system the USSR. The office Public Prosecutor will 
also undergo reorganization, and the various departments 
under its supervision will centralized, although the 
same time, contact with the people will maintained.”

The Department the People’s Militia, the Frontier 
Police and the State Security are organized under the 
Ministry Interior. The State Control Commission and 
the Bulgarian Communist Party also have large num- 
ber informers working for them, but the number 
these unknown.” 


Anti-State Activities Probed 


The emigre report printed below outlines the main tasks 
the Czechoslovak State Security Police: 


“The main duty the State Security [STB] in- 
vestigate all anti-State activities. Besides this, the State 
Security charge organizing deportations from 
border regions the interior the country, training 
and instructing spies for duty foreign countries, 
recruiting suitable material for these services and or- 
ganizing and maintaining system informers. The 
STB keeps special secret files all citizens with respect 
their careers, their activities and their reliability. The 
power and influence the STB have steadily grown 
the continuous purges within the Communist Party and 
State administration succeed intensifying the distrust 
between the highest functionaries the regime and the 
State machinery. The STB has agents all State organs, 
spying even Ministers.

“The total expenditures for this year, categorized 
above, are 6,161 million zlotys less than the totai figure 
published. Minister Dabrowski did not explain how this 
difference spent, but possible expenditure 
the extra billion zlotys could subsidies for the 
regional budget and debt services. 

“Considering that the Communist regime Poland 
has stopped publishing detailed appendixes the budget 
which are indispensable for any thorough analysis, 
evaluation the budget not easy. 

“Members the Polish Parliament who approved 
the budget also not have access the detailed ap- 
pendixes and, fact, are not position know the 
real facts behind the budget. spite this lack 
material, using the official figures given above, 
possible obtain the following conclusions:

that given the Minister Finance, Dabrowski. his re- 
port, Dabrowski did not explain this discrepancy. 


Economic 


“The most arresting feature this year’s budget the 
fact that spite the considerable increase the So- 
cialized economy, the income from this sector the 
economy expected only 227 million more 
than that 1951. the same time the income from 
private economy, which rapidly dwindling, and taxa- 
tion from the population going 1,900 million 
zlotys more than 1951. This shows that the capacity 
for profit making Socialized economy actually de- 
creasing and the losses are expected made 
greater taxation the remainder private enterprise 
and the working people. 

“The figures for investment expenditure are also strik- 
ing. The fact that 73.2 percent total expenditure for 
Socialized economy spent investments proves 
that very little remains for the production consumers 
goods, causing further decrease the standard 
living. 

“The expenditures for National Defense shown 
the above table expected 2,851 million zlotys 
greater than 1951, increase nearly percent. 
worthwhile stress that the figure for national de- 
fense represents only the ‘current expenditure,’ while 
reality, this expenditure much greater. Fortifications, 
armaments, etc. cost great deal and therefore, the as- 
sumption that military expenditure hidden other 
items the budget such Socialized economy, social 
and cultural expenditures, etc. fully justified. 

“The expenditure for administration, justice and in- 
ternal security going increase 662 million zlotys 
over that 1951. Minister Dabrowski gave only the to- 
tal figure expenditure for Administration, Justice, and 
Internal Security. But Deputy Wasik, who presented this 
part the budget the Parliament, stated March 
(Glos Pracy, March 18) that ‘expenditure admin- 
istration and justice will 3.1 percent less than 
1951.’ the total expenditure for administration, jus- 
tice and security going 662 million zlotys more 
than 1951, can legitimately assume that expendi- 
ture internal security 662 million zlotys 
greater than 1951, plus the above mentioned 3.1 per- 
cent decrease expenditure for administration and jus- 
tice. The increase expenditure for internal security 
substantiated Deputy Wasik the following 
manner: 

“*The Anglo-American imperialism carrying out 
increasing espionage activity, allocating millions dol- 
lars organize and direct subversive activities, espio- 
nage, sabotage and hostile propaganda. This fact 
imposing considerable duties the security organs 
guarding peace and order our country.’ 

“While the expenditure for national defense 
lice increases, the expenditure for the social and cultural 
needs Poland decreases.

“The sums destined for Cultural and Social activities 
have remained almost unchanged since last year’s ex- 
penses, that is, 5,250 million thus showing 
centage decrease from 24.3 percent 1951 17.5 
percent this year. The sum allocated for International 
Obligations has disappeared from the latest budget, im- 
plying that the RPR has paid all armistice and peace 
treaty debts, that Moscow has cancelled them.” 


Albania 


Radio Tirana (Albania), announced March that:

The State 
budget for this year amounts 10.3 billion leks* reve- 
nue and 10.2 billion leks expenditure. 1951 the 
budget was 9.5 billion for revenue and 9.1 billion for 
expenditure. 

“The scheduled expenditure for 1952 follows: 
new building works and the expansion the 
economy, 3,995,445,000 leks, compared with 2,988,- 
288,000 leks last year. This amounts percent 
the budget expenditure. addition, appropriation 
415,497,000 leks made for the financing new in- 
vestments. 

“Social and cultural measures will cost 2,224,861,000 
leks. This percent the budget expenditure, and 
698,939,000 leks more than last year. For the Armed 
Forces and for the defense the Fatherland, the budget 
calls for percent the general expenditure the 
State Budget, against 11.6 percent last year. 


The present known rate leks one dollar. 
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“The anticipated revenue from the Socialist field rep- 
resents more than percent the over-all revenue 
budget compared with just under percent last year; 
revenue from the population only percent. While 
last year revenue from imports amounted almost 
percent the budget, this year will percent. 
The percent the revenue covered imports the 
result the contribution and aid afforded the USSR 
and the People’s Democracies. This represents 
siderable contribution the rehabilitation our econ- 
omy. 


March the ATA News Agency (Tirana), reported 
the Assembly’s discussion the budget for 1952: 


“At the second meeting the Third Session the 
Mines said that the Draft Budget for 1952 provided for 
considerable investments mining amounting 756,- 
373,000 leks 171.13 percent increase over last year.

217,131,000 leks—a 145.1 percent increase—for all 
sorts medical and health activities, such the main- 
tenance and operation local health centers prophy- 
laxis, and the struggle against infectious diseases. 

“The budget draft was put the vote, article 
article, and approved unanimously.” 


Latvia and Estonia 


The Soviet Supreme Council Moscow has approved 
the 1952 budgets for the various separate republics. 
Svernik, chairman the Soviet Supreme Council, 


made public the approved Latvian budget Cina (Riga), 
March 11:

Drafting factory workers for labor the mines 
Czechoslovakia apparent from this report recently 
escaped foreman: 


“In the latter part March, 350 workers who until 
then had been employed various factories Liberec, 
mostly the Textilana Works, started work the 
Jachymov Uranium Mines members ‘voluntary’ 
brigade. understood that the workers did not join 
this brigade voluntarily. They were simply told Jin- 
drich Spacil, chairman the plant council, that they 
would fired they refused volunteer. that case 
they would have put the disposal the labor 
the national district committee which would 
send them the mines permanently. Volunteering for 
the brigade ensures them that their work the mines 
will not exceed six months. The workérs were also told 


that during their term the mines they will have 
right paid holidays. their new place work they 
will not able have visitors because persons who 
not work there are not allowed enter the Jachymov 
region except for the most urgent reasons.” 


ex-government official from Romania describes force- 
ful governmental suppression workers’ protests against 
working conditions: 


“Anyone spreading news Romania about strikes, 
whether the information true not, will charged 
with ‘economic The maximum penalty for 
this ‘crime’ death, but the culprit will probably get 
off with years hard labor, especially young 
and fit for strenuous work. 

“This neither law nor decree, but secret order 
the government the prosecuting authorities. The 
man the street knows nothing about until sud- 
dently finds himself arrested. may merely have been 
gossiping with neighbor; suffices that caught 
the act passing news about strikes, that 
denounced Party man agent for having indulged 
spreading rumors. 

“Since the successful strike 8,000 workers the 
Ploesti oil fields and refinery February (which 
lasted hours and obtained for the workers ten per- 
cent wage increase plus three extra holidays added the 
nationwide strike wave. Plants which have been para- 
lyzed for days such strikes include important war 
material factories, such the Dumitru Vojna explosives 
plant Stalin, the machine tool factory Victoria 
Arad, the Sovromtransport shipyard Turnu Severin 
and the Uzina Progresul ammunition set-up Braila. 

“These strikes are continuing spite strong meas- 
ures taken the authorities and the fact that hundreds 
workers were arrested and sent forced labor camps. 
They are not provoked ‘subversive elements,’ nor are 
they produced coordinated centrally organized 
Romanian resistance movement. They are spontaneous 
outcome the disastrous decline the standard liv- 
ing which has become even worse since the recent mone- 
tary reform.” 


Hampers the Five Year Plan?” 


Hungary, Zoltan Vas, chairman the National 
Planning Bureau, delivered talk the problems labor 
discipline the national conference Communist Party 
activists.

The notorious slackers who 
are guilty relaxing labor discipline often with the ap- 
proval the managers. 

“Those who waste time the factories. 
statistician could compute the losses caused disorgan- 
ized work, loitering, work begun late stopped pre- 
maturely. result the indulgence the man- 
agers, many workers, especially time workers and those 
paid the month, regard their wages ‘presence 
wages’ and think that they fulfill their duty toward our 
people merely being present their work place dur- 
ing workhours. these workers who stroll around the 
factory, are irresponsible performing their work, and 
increase rejects. 

“Those workers who commit fraud order obtain 
sickness benefits. 1951, industrial plants, absentee- 
ism under the pretext sickness caused loss sev- 
eral billion increase the number 
workers enjoying sickness benefits not justifiable. 
obviously connected with shirkers, and the negligent, 
irresponsible attitude many doctors. 

about percent the accidents work 
places are caused those workers and managers who 
disregard both State and labor discipline and not 
observe safety regulations. The number factory 
accidents still very 

“These mistakes must eliminated. According the 
report the Central Bureau Statistics, during the 
year 1951, out the total number work-hours—ex- 
cluding holidays and paid vacations—nine percent, that 
is, workdays per worker, were wasted, amounting 
loss two billion forints.”

The industrial evolution those Central European 
countries which have become integral part the Soviet 
bloc marked apparent advances. However, such ad- 
vances are affected the limitations inherent any sys- 
tem forced development.

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Rude Pravo (Prague), March 25, reported that the 
chairman the Slovak Board Commissioners, Julius 
Duris, during the recent budget debate, spoke the in- 
creased Slovak industrial His actual words were: 


“This year, according the Plan, the increase in- 
dustrial production Slovakia will equal production 
1937 and the increase the production heavy in- 
dustry alone will twice much that the entire 
industry before the war. Total output will nearly five 
and half times high before the war and heavy in- 
dustry will and half times its pre-war capa- 
city. will produce three times much brown 
coal 1950, and 1955 Slovakia alone will 
produce much electricity the whole capitalistic 
Czechoslovakia 

“The total number industrial workers will reach 
nearly 300,000 during 1953 compared the 100,000 
employed capitalistic Czechoslovakia. 1921, per- 
cent the population were agricultural workers, 1950 
only percent. Today 400 out 1,000 women are em- 
ployed, against 186 1921 and 250 1930.” 


escaped Romanian industrial worker observed that: 


1950, and during 1951, the oil region 
Moinesti, the Bacau region, was greatly extended for 
exploitation. Prior 1950, only the Moinesti wells were 
exploited. 1950 new refinery was put operation 
near the village Darmanesti, the Adjud-Ghimes 
line, with capacity carloads day. The necessary 
machinery for this refinery was brought from Ploesti, 
dismantling existing refinery there. the winter 
1950-51 second refinery was put into operation with 
daily capacity 185 carloads. This second refinery was 
built with Czechoslovak materials Czechoslovak tech- 
nicians, who were paid 3,000 day, and started 
function early 1951. The petroleum brought 
these refineries through direct pipe-lines from the Moi- 
nesti wells. Some workers’ buildings were built 
near the refineries, each with two four apartments. 

“In 1950, drilling also started the towns Darma- 
Pacurita, Harja, and Targu Ocna the Slanicul 
Moldovei region. the spring the 
drillings had reached 1,500 meters depth. The drill- 
ing machinery was made the RPR. two points, 
Harja and Pacurita, oil was found June 1951, and the 
wells started producing the rate four carloads day. 

“The Sovrom Director, Stuparu, declared some 
friends that the oil found there was superior any 
other kind found Romania, including that Ploesti, 
and, fact, anywhere else Europe, has very 
high octane content. the above mentioned region, 
the summer 1951, some oil-wells were being drilled. 

“The oil from this region will sent directly the 
Darmanesti refinery. Presently pipe-line will built 
connecting the refinery area with Adjud and the Ungheni- 
region, that the oil can flow directly the Soviet 
tank cars. 

“The area including Targu Ocna, Darmanesti, Co- 
manesti, and Moinesti, which was very quiet until 1950, 
has taken the aspect industrial area, with thou- 
sands workers and technicians, machinery, and new 
constructions. 

“Being considered able and hard-working man, the 


Sovrompetrol Director, Stuparu, who directed the drill- 
ing operations that area, with headquarters Targu 
Ocna, was promoted and moved July 1951 Ploesti.

“Electrocablu Bucharest: producing, for the first 
time Romania, telephone cables, multiple lead-coated 
cables, and cables coated with metal tape zinc-coated 
iron. 

“Electroceramica: producing porcelain insulators, and 
insulators made other plastic materials, the composi- 
tion which unknown, but which are prepared 
powder form and pressed into moulds the required 
shape. This factory has successfully decreased the time 
required for both baking and cooling. They employ 
new method forced cooling the kilns. 

producing among other things all 
the telephone relay installations for new cities, well 
providing for the construction new automatic ex- 
changes substitute for the old telephone system Ro- 
mania. This company also constructed the extremely 
complicated automatic telephone exchange and the auto- 
matic fire-fighting equipment with general safety and 
alarm devices for the electric power station, Lenin, 
Bicaz.

“Electroprecizia: producing precision parts for electri- 
cal machinery. They manufacture revolving bars for 
three-phase and six-phase motors aluminum instead 
copper, with perfect results.

Warsaw, the Polish Home Service March 27, 
broadcast commentary Zygmunt Jan Wyrozembski 
entitled “We Are Fighting for High Quality Production” 
from which the following excerpts have been taken: 


“We are suffering from kind plague which can 
best described ‘producing The nation-wide 
labor competition for high quality production proves 
that the majority workers understand the need for 
producing high quality goods. This applies particularly 
labor competition leaders, foremen, and on, but 
unfortunately there are workers every factory who 
not care all about turning out good products and 
who waste labor and materials. That why others, 
other industries, receive bad tools and bad products. 

“Earlier, when production was small scale, goods 
were turned out ‘by feel, touch’ without the use 
scientific methods, testing measurements. This cannot 
any longer. Modern methods must used 
complicated production. 

“One reason for the ‘production rejects’ the lack 
knowledge technological processes the part 
new workers every factory, many whom arrived 
straight from the villages. Social organizations set 
educate youth technology have often failed their 
task. The absence proper control and inspection in- 
side factories during the various production processes 
another reason. 

“Many cooperatives are turning out ex- 
emplary goods worthy the best traditions Polish 
craftsmen. But this cannot said all them.

sumer have entrenched themselves. Members these 
cooperatives sneer the working masses and supply the 
trade with shockingly bad products.

Council for Advanced Education said, quoted Kozne- 
veles (Budapest), March 15: 


“Only since have been Russia fully realize 
that our entire scientific activity and pedagogy must 
built the pattern Soviet science under the leader- 
ship the great Stalin. Without Marxist-Leninism and 
Stalin’s interpretation thereof, our scientific activities 
would produce positive results, either the theoret- 
ical the practical field.” 


Intermittent conferences are held keep intellectual 
leaders step with the latest Soviet interpretations 
both academic and current subjects. January, confer- 
ence “Pavlovism” convened Krynica, Poland, where 
was maintained that study Pavlov‘s teachings has 
enormous significance for the progress contemporary 
medicine. February, the Ideological Conference 
Brno, Czechoslovakia, denounced “objectivism” 
ence, and “cosmopolitanism.” And March the Academy 
the Romanian People’s Republic held special scientific 
session.

“cosmopolitanism” was again deplored.

The survey Soviet philosophy which follows, written 
eminent Hungarian educator and lexicographer de-

“Lenin describes Marxist science almighty 
power, which does not bow any kind superstition, 
reaction any supporter bourgeois oppression.’ 
Gyorgy Lukacs, Hungary’s leading exponent Commu- 
nist philosophy ascribed the failure the short lived 
Hungarian Bolshevik Republic 1919 faulty un- 
derstanding Marxism. Magyar Nemzet 
April quoted him follows:

garian Republic was that the rightist Social Democratic 
traitors did not understand Marxism; they denied Marx- 
ist philosophy and committed treason against its ide- 
ology.’

Lenin’s words ‘to take philosophical stand which 
not line with the Party equivalent serving the 
interests the bourgeoisie.’ interesting example 
this occurred 1947.

CULTURAL COOPERATION WITH 
CHINA 


Within the framework their present cultural isolation, 
East European Satellite leaders are endeavoring give 
Communist culture world-wide significance. closer 
unity their counterparts the Far East accomplished 
trade and agreements involving student and 
artistic exchange. Government leaders tell their citizens that 
the peoples China and North Korea also belong the 
great Communist brotherhood. survey the Satellite press 
shows the importance attributed these cultural relations 
and the past year the European Peoples’ Democracies 
have been urged towards closer cultural integration with 
the Chinese Peoples’ Republic. 

date, Hungary, Romania, and Poland have signed 
agreements with China and Czechoslovak dele- 
gation presently negotiating Peiping. The Polish- 
Chinese agreement was ratified Peiping January 25. 
This climaxed series protocols and diplomatic ex- 
changes started Warsaw year ago. Commenting 
the original agreement Trybuna Ludu (Warsaw), April 
1951, wrote: 

“The aim the agreement arrange for the ex- 
change cultural experiences. This will contribute 
the strengthening friendly relations between the 
two nations. Polish-Chinese Commission for Intellec- 
tual Cooperation will created conjunction with this 
agreement, and will hold periodic meetings order 
prepare for the implementation the agreement. 
Two subcommittees will set under the framework 


this Commission, one residing Warsaw, the other 
Peiping.” 


The Polish delegation which went Peiping 1952 was 
headed Ambassador Wende, General Secretary 
the Committee for Foreign Cooperation. was accom- 
panied representatives the Ministry Culture and 
Art, the Ministry Education and the Ministry Higher 
Learning. Referring the purpose the Peiping mission, 
Ambassador Wende described cultural exchange be- 
tween Poland and China for 1952. article for Try- 
buna Ludu, March Wende said: 


Chinese libraries find quite few transla- 


tions from past and contemporary Polish artistic prose 
tion that far away Shanghai Hangchow are 
[now able] turn the pages the Chinese translations 
‘Pan Tadeusz’ famous Polish epic]. 

“Chopin enjoying great popularity and his compo- 
sitions are now accessible larger circles young 
Chinese musicians for the first time. China people 
are taking increased interest our contemporary 
literature, drama, motion pictures, sculpture and 
music. 

“It possible state with satisfaction that during 
one year our nation has become better acquainted with 
the ancient and contemporary culture the brotherly 
Chinese nation, than during the entire twenty year 
period between the first and second world wars. 
also noteworthy that last year exhibition Chinese 
art was organized Poland, well certain theatrical 
performances and film showings. Translations num- 
ber Chinese works were published including the works 
Mao Tse-tung, Chu Teh, Kuo Mo-jo, Sin and 
other authors.” 


Czechoslovak Minister Peiping 


April the Czechoslovak delegation headed 
Minister Information Kopecky arrived Peiping 
sign series agreements. Rude Pravo (Prague), April 
described the purposes the trip: 


“ 


Czechoslovak Government delegation left 
Prague for China order conclude im- 
portant agreements Headed Minister Informa- 
tion Kopecky the delegation consists Minister 
Postal Services, Dr. Neumann; Deputy Minister 
General Engineering, Maurer; Dr. Simovic from 
the Ministry Foreign Affairs and [others]. 

“During the visit the delegation, agreements 
cultural collaboration, postal services and telecommuni- 
cations will signed.” 


Prior the impending cultural agreement, active rela- 
tions existed between the two countries. trade agree- 
ment was signed June, 1951, and was followed the 
visit Czechoslovak cultural delegation. The Decem- 
ber issue Rude Pravo described this visit: 


“In the cabinet meeting December 17, Minister 
Kopecky stated that the Czechoslovak cultural delegation 
had made three months visit China and had seen 
number the most important Chinese towns, schools, 
colleges, academies, galleries, museums, theaters and 
other cultural institutions. 

number problems were discussed with repre- 
sentatives the Chinese Ministry Culture, regarding 
the improvement mutual cultural relationships 
between the two countries. 


yet Bulgaria does not have similar agreement with 
China, although trade agreement between the two coun- 
tries was concluded March. Diplomatic and friendly 
arrangements exist however, based the similarity 
their governments. Prior the establishment the Com- 
munist regimes these countries, there was diplomatic

exchange between Bulgaria and China. Today, however, 


there increasing desire for expanding cultural and 


economic relations. 


for Foreign Students 


exiled Bulgarian reports that propaganda about the 
war Korea, which presented struggle the de- 
fense peace, has been intensified. the cultural level, 
compliance with orders from Moscow, the Bulgarian 
Government organizing exhibitions Chinese and North 
Korean art. Organized visits artistic and musical 
groups are current. Student exchange, vital feature 
the program sponsored the Committee for Science, 
Culture and Arts Bulgaria. Otechestven Front (Sofia), 
March 22, described idyllic community international 
Communist youth: 


“Ninety foreign students are studying our univer- 
sities and other schools: five Chinese, one Vietnamese, 
few Hungarians, Romanians, Albanians, Bulgarians and 
some members the Turkish minority. All the students 
are housed the living quarters provided the Com- 
mittee for Science, Culture and Arts called ‘Maxim 
where very friendly atmosphere reigns.” 


Student Exchange 


The student exchange program, well the study 
Oriental languages, received attention under the Polish- 
Chinese Intellectual Cooperation Agreement. Writing 
this subject Trybuna Ludu, November 16, 1951, said: 


the aim of] strengthening foreign cultural co- 
operation, People’s Poland making large exchanges 
student youth with other countries the world. For 
instance, Polish students are studying the Soviet 
Union, China, Hungary, Czechoslovakia and other 
countries. 

“In Poland there are about 300 students various 
nationalities. Among them are Bulgarians, Hungarians, 
Romanians, Albanians, Chinese and representatives from 
capitalist and colonial countries. Foreign students are 
receiving scholarships and are living Academic Homes, 
with board and free medical care. During summer vaca- 
tion they with Polish students rest camps and have 
professional practice various types work. During 
the first part their stay Poland the foreign students 
are taught the Polish language special 


Hungary also, has taken part the student exchange 
program and host Chinese, Korean and Vietnamese 
students from the Far East, whom they have put work 
the Stalinvaros Iron Works (on the Danube near Buda- 
pest). Reports from Hungarian students now studying 
Peiping indicate that “they are having most wonderful 
time and live luxuriously students’ homes.” 

April Radio Kossuth (Budapest) announced that 
delegation Hungarian Pioneers [children between 
and 14] visited the school for North Korean children 
the occasion Liberation Day [Liberation Hungary 
from German occupation].” Hungary has taken North 
Korean children, have other captive countries.

“In connection with the Bombay International Fair, 
Soviet, Chinese, Hungarian and Czechoslovak film dele- 
gations arrived India. The masterpieces Socialist 
cinematography had great success India.* The Soviet, 
Chinese, Hungarian and Czechoslovak film delegations 
met Madras and established close relations with the 
population, who applauded these masterpieces enthusi- 
astically.” 


March 31, Szabad Nep reported that Hungarian 
ensemble, after having played the Soviet Union, would 
presently tour China, where there was great demand 
for Hungarian talent and artistry. 


Under the Agreement for Cultural Cooperation several 
groups Chinese artists also toured Poland. special 
exhibit, China” was held Warsaw and solemn 
meeting commemorated the second anniversary the 
Chinese People’s Republic. 

Summing the activities one visiting troupe from 
China, Trybuna Ludu wrote December 24, 1951: 


“The troupe young Chinese artists gave 
formances seen over 80,000 spectators during their 
tour through Poland. Performances were given War- 


saw, Poznan, Cracow, [Breslau} and other Polish 
cities. The troupe also performed many times places 
work, such the mine ‘Wieczorek’ Zabrze and the 
Stalin Works Poznan. During their visit Poland 
members the Chinese troupe have had several meet- 
ings with representatives the Polish youth.” 


CHURCH AND STATE 


Communist leaders Soviet-dominated Eastern Europe 
profess their willingness permit the free practice re- 
ligion. Nevertheless according the slogans Marx, 
Lenin and Stalin the Communist Party does not recognize 
religion princple. The following excerpt from Latvian 
Communist’s speech recently broadcast over Radio Riga 
defines the role religion: 


“The basis for the beginning religion human 
helplessness, first against the forces nature, later 
against social forces. According Lenin the hope- 
less fight the masses against their exploiters created 
the belief better life after death. Stalin’s words 
carried the same message. For centuries the working 
people when under oppression looked into the im- 
penetrable heavens obtain salvation. This how 
the Christian belief started. The social role religion 
was well defined Marx with these expressive words— 
‘religion the opiate the people.’ Lenin called re- 
ligion ‘spiritual brandy.’ our task broaden 
political schooling, culture and education that will 
free the indoctrinated from the illusions religion.” 


Moscow Plans Church Conference 


The Kremlin planning full dress meeting Moscow 
Church leaders from the entire “captive” area. news 
source Rome claims that the meeting will crystallize the 
official Communist attitude towards the Catholic and other 
Western Churches well the Orthodox Churches 
South-Eastern Europe and the Middle East. preliminary 
meeting was held March and Sinaia, Romania, 
attended the Patriarchs Moscow, Antioch, Plovdiv 
(Bulgaria), Romania and Georgia. was decided use 
the biblical fruit truth the world 
sown for those who maintain the conference 
slogan. April 16, Trybuna Ludu, the official Commu- 
nist organ Warsaw, confirmed this report part: 


“Alexius, the Patriarch Moscow has proposed 
all churches and religious associations the Soviet 
Union undertake common discussion the action 
for the defense peace (reported Tass) 

“The following Churches and institutions have fully 
agreed with this proposition: the Georgian, Armenian, 
Catholic, Lutheran, Baptist, Adventist, Moslem, Jewish, 
and Soviet Buddhist Churches. 

“In connection with this agreement the conference 
all Churches and religious associations the Soviet 
Union will take place the first half May, 1952. 
will deal chiefly with the problem peace throughout 
the world. Several prominent Church leaders were 
invited from abroad.” 
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Catholic Press Poland 


Four types Catholic publications are printed today 
under the Satellite regime Poland which has shown 
certain leniency towards the Catholic press. These publi- 
cations include: diocesan weeklies; periodicals published 
religious orders covering matters doctrine and creed; 
theological periodicals intended mainly for priests; and 
those publications devoted cultural well religious 
themes. Tygodnik Powszechny, the Cracow weekly, which 
belongs the cultural, religious category emphasizes its edi- 
torial views within the limitations censorship. There- 
fore, its interpretation the problems facing Poland differs 
from that expressed official Communist newspapers. The 
following report exiled Polish intellectual describes 
the contents typical issue and emphasizes this contrast: 


“On March Tygodnik Powszechny included over 
two pages issue pages the anniversary 
Gogol’s death. Whereas the commemoration this 
event other Polish newspapers depicted Gogol 
precursor Communist ideals, Tygodnik’s editors de- 
scribed Gogol’s meetings with prominent Catholic lead- 
ers his time, and his admiration for the Polish people, 
their culture and language. Using illustrations such 
the following two, the newspaper quoted these words 
well-known Catholic Pole the 19th century: 

has made strange confession ad- 
mitting, the simplicity his heart, that the Polish 
language seems far more sonorous than the Russian.’ 
also revealed his enthusiasm for Polish life: 

life among your people! What people, what 
literature, what hope! Such marvels never seen!’ 

“In addition criticizing three Communist weeklies, 
Tygodnik Powszechny also takes issue with the theory 
self birth (the spontaneous generation life from 
inert matter). should noted, however, that general 
articles this type are printed order fill space 
without touching politically dangerous issues.” 


Catholic Paper Criticizes Constitution 


contrast its usual policy dealing with religious 
and cultural topics, Tygodnik Powszechny its issue 
March 16, ventured criticism the draft constitution. 
This was the first criticism the constitution appear 
the Polish press. 


“The enactment the new constitution will im- 
portant step Polish public life. The constitution 
termed ‘fundamental law’ lawyers, because act 
the foundation for all other laws given state. 
previously] ‘fundamental law’ was lacking, 
which would synthesize the metamorphosis [of the State], 
this task accomplished the new constitution. 
Hence, interest its provisions understandable. 
careful analysis these provisions required order 
establish how they are bound determine the life 
the nation.” 


The article then raises the question whether the draft 
constitution consolidates the system the People’s De- 
mocracy, whether “by projecting ahead, already cre- 
ates the legal frame for Socialist State?” According 
Tygodnik Powszechny, historical survey constitutions,

especially the Polish one 1921, shows that entirely dif- 
ferent political systems can exist within the framework 
the same constitution. “However, this matter looks some- 
what different with regard the draft constitution the 
Polish People’s Republic. This draft contains articles 
social content.” 

Turning Article 70, which deals with Church affairs, 
Tygodnik Powszechny quoted the Article full and then 
commented it: 


The Polish People’s Republic guarantees free- 
dom conscience and religion its The 
Church and other religious bodies may freely exercise 
their religious functions. forbidden prevent citi- 
zens, coercion, from taking part religious activities 
rites. also forbidden force anyone partici- 
pate religious activities rites. 

“2) The Church separated from the State. The 
principles the relationship between Church and State, 
well the legal and patrimonial position religious 
bodies, are determined laws. 

“3) The abuse freedom conscience and religion 
for purposes endangering the interests the Polish 
People’s Republic will punished.” 


“Since the Constitution contains words granting the 
free exercise religious functions, this should ap- 
praised positive sense. But from the Catholic point 
view such decision does not cover the whole matter, 
and cannot considered solution for the highly 
complicated and most important problem the Catho- 
lic Church People’s Poland. this matter the au- 
thors the Constitution have limited themselves the 
provisions Article 70. 

“Our attitude this matter clear and simple: 
stand the Agreement April 14, 1950.* have al- 
ways considered the Agreement the turning point 
the life the Church and the State. know that 
aroused hopes Poland, and the world large, 
possible positive arrangement, modus vivendi be- 
tween the Church and the State the Peoples’ Democ- 
racies. expressed this point view many times 
our weekly. prize the Agreement highly, and our 
desire that should become the permanent basis govern- 
ing relations between Church and State Poland. 
also our desire that the Constitution should not weaken, 
but the contrary, strengthen this state affairs.” 


Editorial Controversy 


This analysis the draft constitution brought forth 
sharp rejoinder from the official Party organ. article 
entitled “The Significance the Words and Omissions 
the Weekly Tygodnik Trybuna Ludu (War- 
saw), March 22, wrote: “The peculiar school this news- 
paper’s journalism, makes difficult decide which 
more expressive the article: what has been written 
what has been omitted.” 


19-Article Agreement between Church and State which 
the Church agrees teach respect for the State’s authority, 
oppose activities hostile Poland and acknowledge the principle 
that the Pope’s supreme authority over the Church refers mat- 
ters faith, morals and jurisdiction only. The Govern- 
ment agrees, among other things, permit religious instruction 
the schools, and permit public worship. 
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Praising past accomplishments, Trybuna Ludu says that 
the constitution: “mirror social transformation, 
chart the civic rights already existence. However, 
Tygodnik Powszechny not realize all these things, 
because does not want to. And the fact that has 
positive comment the constitution not accidental.” 

Trybuna Ludu’s editorial then praises the constitution 
and castigates the Catholic paper for minimizing the dif- 
ferences between the new and “bourgeois constitutions” 
under the mild term “somewhat different.” then con- 
cludes with extensive criticism the role the Catho- 
lic Church Poland. 

According emigre journalist the general impres- 
sion that the Communists intend hold all “trump 
cards” ready against the Catholic Church Poland for 
the time being, but they not plan showdown the 
near future. They have more pressing problems their 
hands, such the building Socialism, collectivization 
peasant farms, building efficient army, etc. 


Pro-Regime Catholics 


analysis the Catholic press Poland today can 
disregard the papers the pro-regime Catholics. These 
publications, daily Slowo Powszechne, and 
Dzis Jutro, are both published Warsaw. The third, 
called The Priest-Citizen, the organ the so-called 
“Patriotic Priests.” February 12, 1950 the Primate 
Poland, Archbishop Stefan Wyszynski cautioned the faith- 
ful regarding these newspapers: 

“We warn Polish Catholics the confusion ideas 
being spread this press [pro-regime], especially the 
moral and civic sphere; warn against the erroneous 
interpretation the Holy attitude, given 
these papers which cannot consider Catholic.” 


Slowo Powszechne devotes most its space political 
articles which not differ from those the secular Com- 
munist press. Typical topics include such titles these: 
“Nationwide Discussion the Draft Constitution Carried 
Throughout the Country,” “Appetites Bonn Govern- 
ment the Increase” and “Against Bacteriological War- 
fare.” Only short liturgical reference placed the first 
page, and the column “From our Point View” indicate 
the alleged Catholic character this newspaper. 

The Priest-Citizen edited commission priests 
under the auspices the Central Board “Warriors for 
Freedom and Democracy.” almost every edition “patri- 
otic priests” appeal the clergy join their ranks. That 
their appeal facing difficulties evidenced the follow- 
ing quotation from the February issue: 


not feel united with the working masses the proc- 
ess reconstruction. They not care about progress 
the life the community. Today’s Fatherland 
strange them. Such priests live for themselves, they 
care only for their own interests and comforts life. 
They tell each other news from the West, they discuss it, 
and wait for war and the change follow.” 


Religious Press Bulgaria Curtailed 


The restriction religious publications Bulgaria, con- 
trasts with the comparatively free religious press Poland. 
The report Bulgarian the Orthodox faith, who 
escaped February shows that the few remaining religious 
publications are published “Communist indoctrinators 
and not members the clergy.” His report which also 
described the position the Orthodox Church Bulgaria 
predicts increasing State control: 


“Prior 1944, the Holy Synod the Orthodox 
Church had the right publish newspapers, reviews, 
and religious textbooks used public schools. 
With the advent Communism Bulgaria, one the 
first acts the government was restrict church pub- 
lications. 1948 the modern printing plant belonging 
the Holy Synod Sofia was nationalized, and the 
Committee for Science, Arts and Culture was entrusted 
with censoring all publications religious nature. 
Religious textbooks were banned late 1948 when all 
religious instruction was ruled from school curriculums. 
The few religious publications which still appear Bul- 
garia are written Communist indoctrinators and not 
members the clergy. All religious publications must 
written accordance with the ‘true Socialist ideal. 

“For example, Archimandrite Serafim Sarovski, chief 
the cultural division the Bulgarian Holy Synod, 
was not permitted publish his completed book ‘The 
Miracle Archimandrite Metody was not able 
obtain permission from the Committee for Science, 
Arts and Culture issue second edition his book 
Ioan Kronshtadski, the first edition which had 
been sold out.” 

who present ‘protosingel’ [vicar] the 
Sofia Diocese, finally intervened personally with Dimiter 
Yanev, Minister Education and Jak Natan, high oi- 
ficial the Committee for Science, Arts and Culture, 
attempt get his book published. But since Metody 
refused alter certain chapters his book, could not 
published.” 


The Bulgarian Orthodox Church, theoretically autono- 
mous, has been virtually dependent the Soviet Synod 
since 1945. Bulgaria, the USSR, Church affairs 
are handled department under the Ministry Foreign 
Affairs. the higher Bulgarian clergy closely super- 
vised this governmental office and forced cooperate 
closely with their Soviet peers, against the lower clergy 
that Communist attention now directed. The subsequent 
report from recently escaped member the Bulgarian 
Orthodox Church describes the curtailment normal 
priestly activities 


“Government pressure against the carrying out 
ordinary church services Bulgaria increasing. Bul- 
garian churchmen expect that the very near future 
the Government may restrict some forms public religi- 
ous manifestations. Today the Communists not even 
tolerate the preaching sermons from church 
Religious services have been reduced reading the 
scriptures, though this too considered subversive. Here- 
tofore, the Communists have tried limit religious ac- 
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tivity applying the following measures: outright anti- 
religious propaganda; persecution clerics; forcing the 
people attend Communist sponsored meetings during 
the time religious services are scheduled; and the use 


indirect intimidation sever the relations between 
pastor and pastorate.” 


Peaceful Co-existence 


continued struggle between the regime and the clergy 
both Catholic and Protestant churches Hungary re- 
veals that Secretary General Rakosi’s promise 1948 
“peaceful co-existence” has not been realized. The follow- 
ing quotation from Rakosi’s article (see page 46) the 
March issue Tarsadalmi Szemle (Social Review, Buda- 
pest) bears out this point, despite Rakosi’s assertions: 


winning over the peasant 
masses—in fact some instances even winning over 
the industrial workers—the struggle against reaction hid- 
ing behind the shield the Church often constituted 
serious difficulties. However, gradually gained 
among the rural population were able intensify 
our struggle against the Churches. Our first step was 
disrupt the unified reactionary front the Churches 
and Protestant]. taking advantage the 
democratic possibilities the Lutheran and Calvinist 
Churches were able mobilize parishioners sympa- 
thizing with us. their request agreement was 
reached 1948 which made possible the peaceful co- 
existence the People’s Democracy and the Churches.” 


“Resignations” and “Elections” Hungary 


Recent reports the Hungarian Lutheran Church show 
that the regime has been making unilateral decisions 
Church organization which are subsequently passed off 
those the presbytery. According the analysis 
exiled lay member the Church, the crisis which devel- 
oped the second half February was the worst since the 
trial and imprisonment Bishop Lajos Ordass the fall 
1948. The most drastic change was the “election” 
Erno Mihalyfi, Deputy Minister People’s Culture, the 
post Inspector General the Lutheran Church. 

The quotations which follow bear chronological witness 
the increasing Communist control the Church. 
(Budapest), February 10, reported the speech delivered 
the opening the Synod Sandor Ronai, Chairman 
the Presidium:

The Lutheran Church’s struggle develop our 
country and preserve peace, means supporting the 
struggle waged our people against the undermining 
activities its external and internal enemies.” 


spite Sandor Ronai’s hope that the Church would 
not subject “undermining activities,” one week later 
published article “Changes the Leadership 
the Lutheran Church” and announced that Inspector 
General Ivan had resigned and was being temporarily 
replaced Minister Public Education, Jozsef Darvas. 
Ivan Roek was reputed fellow traveler, who could 
longer bear the responsibility leading his Church 
towards complete state control. later report

Magyar Nemzet (Budapest), February 26, revealed that 
the Lutheran Presbytery was confronted with fait ac- 
compli and had “acknowledged” the resolutions presented 
Minister Darvas. 

“The General Presbytery acknowledged that Bishop 
Zoltan Thuroczy and Jozsef Szabo submitted their resig- 
nations. Parishes must cast their votes for new in- 
spector March The leaders the four Church 
districts and the members the General Presbytery 
unanimously proposed the election Deputy Minister 
People’s Culture, Erno Mihalyfi the post In- 
spector General.” 


result, Minister Mihalyfi was elected without fur- 
ther discussion and almost all control the Church was 
transferred its own authorities the State. 

However, the changes effected the Lutheran Church 
were not restricted the dismissal certain Church 
dignitaries. The preparatory conference, preceding the 
Synod February, heralded amendment the Luth- 
eran Church Code, and the reformation the church 
organization.” the church service opening the Synod, 
Bishop Dezsery openly announced the following, 
ported Ut, February 16:

organizing the Hungarian National Independence Front— 
the coalition parties and elements opposed both Nazi 
imperialism and feudalism.

led the White Army generals Denikin and Kolchak 
during the Russian revolution. the first place the

“We repeat: without the heroic fight the Soviet 
Union for liberation and without its well-meant assistance, 
the Hungarian People’s Democracy—and may add— 
the others, too, would never have been born. But they 
could not have been born even then, the Hungarian 
Communist Party had not won over the great majority 
the workers, the peasants, the entire toiling nation 
its self-sacrificing work, its example, the persistent and 
effective protection the workers’ interests, and its suc- 
cessful struggle against reaction. 

“Let see how our Party carried out the task win- 
ning over the bulk the toiling masses, which in- 


dispensable prerequisite for the realization the proletarian 
dictatorship. 
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“Our competitor winning over the industrial workers 
was the Social-Democratic Party. The majority its 
leaders consisted Horthy’s police spies, British agents, 
and after the liberation they entered the service the 
imperialists, just had the Smallholders’ Party leaders. 
Naturally, these leaders would have preferred see Hun- 
gary occupied American British troops. Their major- 
ity hated the Soviet Union, and the beginning maintained

Nagyatadi Szabo, the then 
kulak leader the Smallholders’ Party, allowed the Counts, 
great landowners and capitalists invade this party, 
corrupt from within, and finally take over its leader- 
ship and reinstate their reign. From that time the 
Smallholders’ Party showed half-hearted opposition 
Horthy, and 1944 when the defeat fascism became 
certainty, also established certain relations with the 
Communists the Hungarian Front. 


Parting the Roads 


“The question immediately arose—what next? en- 
deavored carry the development the direction 
the Socialist revolution, and looked for the support the 
Soviet Union. The Smallholders’ Party and the Social- 
Democratic leaders fought for the preservation and strength- 
ening the capitalistic system (they participated only un- 
willingly and grudgingly the land reform), thus seek- 
ing the support the imperialists. However, since they 
could not admit this fact openly and clearly the masses, 
they did not dare break with the Independence Front and 
the Communist Party. This, nevertheless, does not change 
the fact that the struggle maintaining, for the time being, 
the coalitional status, has grown strength: the roads 
are beginning part. 

“It became obvious the summer 1945 that all the 
elements supporting the old regime—the landowners, bank- 
ers, house owners, Horthyist politicians and officers—were 
grouped the Smallholders’ Party. This party was sup- 
ported the Churches—their dignitaries occupying lead- 
ing positions. The imperialists immediately contacted this 
party, chiefly through the diplomatic representatives 
Hungary. The official and particularly the unofficial 
stand the Smallholders’ Party was that begin the re- 
habilitation the country without outside assistance was 
hopeless.

“The strength the parties was revealed for the first

percent the ballots. The Communists were running 
neck-and-neck with the Social-Democrats, getting seven- 
teen percent the votes, but they won one more mandate, 
thus becoming the second largest party the country. 
The Peasant Party did not quite win eight percent the 

“The result the elections was acclaimed with great 
joy the Hungarian—and might add—the interna- 
tional reactionaries. This joy was somewhat marred 
the fact that the Communist Party showed its might not 
only the industrial worker circles, but also among the 
peasants. Our Party used the results attained the elec- 
tions further consolidate its position. Therefore, 
claimed for its members the office Deputy Premier, and 
the control the Ministry Internal Affairs, which was 
granted after much wrangling. 


“Salami Tactics” Applied 


“At the beginning March 1946, the Left-Wing Bloc 
stressed its demands staging demonstration the 
Budapest workers.

“These achievements enabled the third Party Congress, 
which convened the end September 1946, con- 
tinue and outline more precisely the way which was 
indicated March.
